Attorneys Say Informant Is 
Entitled to Half Recovered. 


Acting on information offered by 
Fred Roege, formerly a United States 
postoffice inspector, suit has been 
brought against the Atlanta Telephone 
and Telegraph Company for fines ag- 
gregating over a million dollars for an 
alleged violation of an old law which 
prohibits an issue of bonds or their 
circulation without first registering 
them in the office of the secretary of 
state. 

The suit, brought according to the 
requirements of law in the name of 
Solicitor Hugh M. Dorsey, alleges that 
the Atlanta Telephone and Telegraph 
Company is liable for a*°$500 fine for 
issuing bonds without registration and 
for another fine of $1,060,000 for hav- 
ing placed 2,100 unregistered bonds in 
circulation. 

The large amount represents the ag- 
gregate of the $500 penalty imposed 
on each unregistered bond in circula- 
tion. 

May Bring Other Suits. 

Hewlett & Dennis are the attor- 
neys for the informant, and Mr. Hew- 
lett states that in all probabflity simi- 
lar’ suits will be brought against a 
large number of other corporations in 
Fulton county, which, it ts clatmed, are 
vidlating the law requiring the regis- 
tration of bonds. In the latter suits, 
if they be brought, Roege will also act 
as informant, according to Attorney 
Hewlett.

ORGANIZED TELEGRAPHERS 
FAVOR HITCHCOCK’S PLAN 

New Orleans, January 15.—The or- 
ganized telegraphers of the country 
heartily indorse Postmaster General 
Hitchcock's proposed, recommendation 
of government ownership and opera- 
tion of the telegraph and telephone 
lines of the United States, accordjng to 
a statement given out here today by 
Ss J. Konencamp, of Chicago, interna- 
tional president of the Commercial 
Telegraphers’ Union of America. 

“The Commercial Telegraphers’ 
Union went on record as favoring gov- 
ernment ownership three years ago at 
the Milwaukee convention,” said Mr. 
Konencamp. “The nationalization of 
the telegraph and telephone lines is 
also advocated by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and the Dominion 
Trades and Labor Congress of Canada, 
with both of which we are affiliated. 

“The gradual development of the 
telegraph and telephone is toward 
government ownership of both medns 
of transmitting commercial  intelli- 
gence, and during the next five years 
this question is bound to become a 
burning issue before the public both in 
the United States and Canada. 

“The greatest factor in this direction 
is the consolidation of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company and 
the Western Union, which places both 
means of conveying intelligence in the 
hands of one group of people. Today 
the American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company occupies a position about 
on a parallel with the Standard Oil 
Company and it will not be long until 
the people are forced to give this com- 
pany the same serious. consideration 
that is being given to other monopolies 
today.” ots 

Mr. Konencamp, said. the. telegraph 
companies inereased the rates on mes- 
sages from 25 to 60.per. cent in 1907 
and that the only reduction since that 
time had been through the advent of 
the day and night letters. 

“Despite this increase in rates,, which 
was made under the pretext of increas- 
ed cost of labor and materials,” he de- 
clared, “the average wage paid the 
telegraph operator today is about $2 
rik less than the average paid in 
1883.” 

He said the average wage paid tel- 
egraphers. in England is about the 
£ame as in the United States, “notwith- 
standing that the cost of living in Eng- 
land ig only about 45 per cent of the 
cost of living in this country.” 

“With the labor cost as a basis, one 
can understand that Mr. Hitchcock’s 
statement that rates ‘could be reduced 
at least one-third to the public and yet 
make the investment in an operation 
of the lines: profitable to the govern- 
ment,’ seems to*be well founded.” 
Mr. Konencamp said’ that John 
Wanamaker, when postmaster general, 
declared the telegraph lines of the 
United States could be duplicated for 
$35,000,000, and recommended govern- 
ment ownership and operation.

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Consutionaliy af Congress 
‘Act Is Upheld By Court, | 


Decision of Court Was Unani- 
mous and Complete Victory 
for. Government — Congress 
May Regulate Relations of 
Roads and Employees.- 


Washington, January 16.—After 
nearly a year’s consideration the su-' 
preme court of the United States to- 
day gave fs unanimous approval to 
‘the- employers’ *“Hability law, enacted 
by congress -in 1908 to take the place 
of a similar-act declared unconstitu- 
tional. The decision marks ‘an-epoch 
in labor legislation. 7 

The old common law, hedging in the 
rights of employees, is displaced in 
several particulars by the statute as 
approved today. Notably among these 
is the abolition of the “fellow serv- 
ant doctrine” and the substitution of 
a law, making employers’ liable ‘for 
the negligence of an employer result- 
ing’ in injury to’ an.interstate em- 
ployee. Furthermore it frees the em- 
ployee from “contributory negligence” 
in many instances and Nmits the ef- 
fect of: the-‘doctrine in others and 
‘likewise in many cases liberates the 
employee from assuming the risk 
when ‘he enters employment Knowing 
of the danger in his employment. 

Law Attacked From Every Angle. 

In the Bessie Babcock case from 
Montana, the Maria Walsh case from 
Massachusetts, and the Edgar G. Mon- 
dou case from Connecticut, the law 
was attacked seemingly from every 
conceivable +pgint of view. Justice 
‘Van DeVanter, in announcing the 
opinion of the court, considered these 
Objections and rejected each. 

Hie first aecided that congress had 
the power to regulate the duties of 
the common carriers in respect to the 
safety of their empioyees, while both 
are engaged in conimerce among the 
states, and the liability of the tormer 
tor injuries sustained by the latter. 

“Both have a real or substantial re- 
turn to interstate commerce and there- 
Lore are within ’tne range of this 
power,” sald the justice. 

Ubjections were refuted that the law 
preventéa contracts whereby the ran- 
road exempted itseif trom ilabuity and 
that the law improperly cClassiliea car- 
riers into interstate and intrastate | 
groups. Authorities were cited also 
to snow that no valid oojection cvuida 
be grounded in the fact that several 
states aiready demonstrated the lfia- 
bility of interstate commerce empildy- 
ers. Pursuing. this line, the justice 
said that “now that congress. has act-: 
ed, the laws of the states, insofar as 
they cover. the same field, are sur- 
passed, for necessarily that which is 
not supreme must yield to that which 


is ss 
~e 


_, Spoke for All the States. 
Finally Justice Van DeVanter consid- 
ered the position advanced by Judge 
Baldwin of the Connecticut supreme 
court of etrfors .that: Oonmecticut ‘could 
not enforce the law because its public 
policy was contrary to the law. 

“We are quite unable to assent to 
the view that the entorcement of the 
rights which the congressional act 
creates was originally intended to -be 
restricted to the federal courts,” saia 
Justice Van DeVanter. “The act con- 
tains nothing. which is sugzestive. of 
such a restriction. . 
“The suggestion that the act of con- 
gress is not in harmony with the poli- 
cy Of the state, and therefore that the 
courts of the state are free to decline 
jurisdiction, is quite inadmissible, be- 
cause it presupposes what in legal 
contemplation does not exist. When 
congress, in the exertion of the power 
confided to it by ‘the ‘constitution, 
adopted that act, it spoke for all the 
people and all the states, and. thereby 
established a policy for all, That 
policy is as much the policy of Con- 
necticut as if the act had emanated 
from its own legislature.” — 

Justice Van DeVanter said the court 
was not disposed to believe that the 
exercise of jurisdiction by the _ state 
courts would be attended by any’ ap- 
preciable inconvennience or: confusion.

narily observant Atlantan point the futility and injustice of ordi- 
nanices, laws or regulations, however wise or far-seeing, if they are | 
to be enforced intermittently and not uniformly. 

For instance, the city has an ordinance requiring automobiles 
approaching a stopping street car to come to a standstill until the 
trolley shall resume motion, and another one subjecting tenants we 
property owners to prescribed penalties unless snow 1s cleared from 
the sidewalks fronting their premises within a reasonable interval 
after it falls. 

Whether well-advised or necéssary, the automobile ordinance 
is a city law and should be enforced against all cars or none. Like 
all laws, it completely fails of its purpose unless applied without 
| exception or discrimination. To claim that it is now so applied 
would be to deny the evidence of one’s own eyes after a one-minute 
visit to any street taxed by average traffic: A negligible percentage 
of automobiles—one out of a hundred, perhaps—come to a stop 
when approaching a slowing trolley. The other ninety-nine go by 
at various speeds, the overwhelming majority at a safie and judi- 
cious rate, an extremely small percentage on the jump. But wheth- 
er they crawl or leap by a slowing trolley, they violate the law as | 
it stands. ‘The. penalties provided by the ordinance should either 
be enforced against them, or the ordinance should be repealed. It 
is manifestly unfair to the semi-occasional man who forfeits time 
and convenience to comply with the law, to absolutely ignore the 
overwhelming percentage of cars that disregard the law. 

The same pfinciple applies to the snow-removal ordinance. 
Probably every second or third resident observes it, non-compli- 
ance arising in many cases, it is just to Say, out of ignorance or for- 
getfulness. But it is the duty of the authorities, at times like these, 
io remind citizens of such laws. They are not doing so. As a con- 
sequence, there are miles of sidewalks alternating between smooth, 
passable stretches and treacherous, ice-encrusted intervals. The. 
pedestrian stepping suddenly from one to the other is in actual 
danger of life and limb. ‘The peril is augmented after night falls. 

This ordinance, as well as the auto ordinance, might as well 
never have been enacted at all, for all the good it does the city. Its 
enforcement is a_very simple matter. Sanitary inspectors, police- 
men, make the rounds of the streets practically every day. Timely 
notice served on all citizens, allowing a reasonable time for com- 
pliance, would secure results without working hardship-, 

3ut under the method of checker-board enforcement, these 
ordinances are nullified, so far as their intent goes. The man wha 
observes them is placed at an unjust disadvantage with the man 
who does not. Uniform enforcement or. repeal ought to be the 
principle, infallibly applied.

Absolutely defying refutation is the argument for a general 
domestic parcels post advanced in the annual report of Fourth As- 
sistant Postmaster General P. V. DeGraw, wherein he pleads for a 
rural parcels post, the latter in accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of President Taft. (General DeGraw, who is specifically in 
charge of the rural free delivery department and one of the most 
competent department heads in Washington, declares that last year 
the rural free delivery service piled up a deficit of approximately 
$30,000,000. The best and quickest way to lighten or remove this 
deficit, reasons the fourth assistant postmaster general, is to aug- 
ment the revenues of the rural service by adding a parcels post.

WAR PLANS ARE MADE 
ON INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


New Orleans, January 15.—Generous 
applications of antiseptics and absolute 
cleanliness of the mouth and nasal 
passages, immediate quarantine of the 
patient and complete disinfection of 
the infected premises is the treatment 
suggested by Dr. Oscar Dowling, presi- 
dent of the Louisiana state board of 
health, in cases of infantile paralysis, 
which is also known ag spinal pa- 
ralysis. 

“It is a well-established fact,” said 
Dr. Dowling, who has made an inspec- 
tion trip to Dallas and Fort Worth, 
Texas, “that the infectious material is 
found in the secretions of the noses 
and nyreuth of an infected person. The 
board of health, therefore, recommends 
the use of sprays and gargles of 10 
per cent solution of hydrogen peroxide 
to prevent further spread of the dis- 
ease. All discharges should be disin- 
fected with bichloride of mercury, car- 
bolic acid or chloride of lime. In 
community where cases of infantile 
paralysis occur, cases of illness attend- 
ed by a sudden onset of fever and 
meningeal symptoms should be closely 
watched and regarded ag possibly in- 
fectious. Even recovery without pa- 
ralysis does not disprove that the case 
was not abortive infantile paralysis.” 

He said it most frequently occurred 
in epidemics, and tended to spread 
along lines of heaviest travel.

Washington, January 15.—Because 
President Taft set the example on his 
recent western trip and frequently 
Since of discussing openly and un- 
reservedliy the pending arbitration 
treaties with Great Britain and 
France, the senate today voted to 
admit the public to its debates and 
preserve them in the Congressional 
Record. The vote was decisive, only 
eight senators of the sixty-six record- 
ed being in favor of closed doors.

session was almost entirely executive. 
It was brought to a head. when Sena- 


tor Rayner announcea it was his pur-. 


pose to make a speech in relation to 
the treaties. 

Senator Lodge protested. He said 
the delicacy of the entire subject of 
foreign relations demanded that dis- 
cussion of it be executive.

Friday. Miss Coe had been Dr. Me- 
Farland’s secretary and before her 
death she made an ante-mortem state- 
ment to a deputy coroner in which she 
implicated Dr. McFarland and one*R®dbl- 
lin McConnell, who is now employed 
in the Westinghouse offices in - Chi- 
cago. 

At-an inquest held today and at- 
tended by the district attorney, evi- 
dence was presented to show that Dr. 
McFarland left here in 1910 to take.up 
missionary work in Tennessee, with 
headquarters at Greeneville. *Accord- 
ing to the young woman's statement, 
Dr. McFarland was known to her 
mother and sister as a physician and 
twice since he left this city had re- 
turned at her request. 

The coroner’s jury found that the 
young woman died: ef peritonitis su- 
perinduce#l by maitipractice. ‘Dr. Me- 
Farland, who is_about 60 years old, 
was at one time engaged. in. editorial 
work and later he was president of a 
small western college. ”

NEW FRENCH CABINET 
CONSIDERED STRONG 


Paris, January 156:—-Readiness ex- 
pressed by such prominent men as 
Leon Bourgeois, Aristide Briand, 
Theophile Delcasse and Alexandre 
Millerand to accept minor places in 
the Poincare cabinet hag created a 
profound impression in France. Their 
acceptance of portfolios is generally 
regarded as striking evidence of sol- 
idarity, self-sacrifice and patriotism 
of Frenchmen at a time of national 
need, 

Papers of all shades of opinion to- 
day comment on the strength of the 
new ministry. Even the monarchistic 
Gaulois admits that it is the greatest 
cabinet ever formed since the founda- 
tion of the third republic. 

Circumstances of the fall of the 
cGabinet of M. Caillaux have thrown 
into discussion the whole question of 
the parliamentary form of govern- 
ment. It is pointed out that French- 
men both at home and abroad realize 
that the greatest defect of modern 
France is to be found in the bitter in- 
ternal dissensions and conflicts of the 
parties, and in the lack of unity con- 
cerning problems affecting national 
progress. 

The general feeling prevails that 
what France needs ig a government of 
stability and that continuity of policy 
is rendered difficult by frequent 
changes in the ministries and the ab- 
sence of centralizéd responsibility. 

Lessons of the past have induced 
Frenchmen to grant little power to 
the president of the republic, but won- 
der is now expressed whether this 
system has worked out practically.
